American Revolution, 

Wabiiinotoh, June 12. 

Accounts from Fairfax Court House slate 
that three military companies of secessionists 
suddenly left thot place on Monday, on hear- 
ing of tho probable advance of our troops 
upon that town. The water pipes through 
the village and in the houses have been taken 
out and cast into bullets for the rebel army. 
Lieut. Batlcr, nephew to Geo. Butler, baa 
arrived here with despatches lo Gen. Scott, 
lie states that the rolls were called before he 
left Foil Monroe yesterday, at 6 o'clock, and 
there were but 14 men killed and 45 wound- 
ed on our side in all. Two were killed in 
the unfortunate meeting of the three federal 
detachments, who before daylight came in 
conflct, mistaking each other for enemies. — 
Twelve were afterwards killed in the fight be- 
fore the balteriea. There were three batter- 
ies opened on our troops from the right left 
and centre of the road to Yorktown — in all 
about 30 cannon served, many of them being 
rifled. Our forces had only a light battery 
of one field-piecd, a six-pounder, and a four- 
pounder, which came up during the conflict. 
The fight at Ihe ballcrics commenced at elev- 
en o'clock a.m. of .Monday, and lasted inces- 
santly till about two o'clock. 

On the wafer side it was impossible to ap- 
proach the battery. After the first voile v 
was fired upon the centre batlery, the col- 
umn opposed right and left, and entered the 
woods with a view of turning the flank of the 
enemy, while the field puces, served by the 
Massachusetts boys, held their position in 
the centre for a time. The odds were too 
great, however, and the retreat was finally 
made good, only one of the field pieces being 
Saved, 

The loss of the enemy must be heavy. 

Lieutenant Butler, who was present dur- 
ing the conflict, thinks at leaet 200 rebels 
must have been killed aod wounded. 

Major Wiuthrop,of Massachusetts, aiddc- 
cimp to Gen. Gen. Butler, is missing. He 
left his horse with a servant at the road side, 
and went into the woods to reconnoitre. He 
has not returned, and it is feared that he is 
killed, or has been taken prisoner. 

Wasmlsoiox, June 13. 

Wc learn that the Arkansas rebels are 
transporting arms into Missouri. It behoves 
the Union men of that slate to be on their 
guard. • 

Some of the younger officials of the army 
are confident that there will he a movement 
on Mat^sas Junction within a day or two, 
and the enemy being drawn jO that quarter, 
while Harper's Ferry will be assaulted; but 
the entrenchments about Washington arc not 
yet quite completed. The forces here are 
msufheient at this moment to make a dccidid 
advance, and Gen. .Scott U not the man to 
assail a position which he docs not intend lo 
take, or take ooe which he is not strong 
enough lo hold. Moreover, he is not eniirly 
ennfjdent of the security of the city, and has 
jjivcn orders recently of a character which 
implies some sudden expectation of the *ud- 
deii outset of a guerilla parly from the Kusl. 

The Stats of N. York is to furnish lo the 
army twcniy-iwo regiments io addition to 
tliOiC sent out already, among which I in- 
clude Wilson'a Zouaves and Wihon's It fries, 
which have sailed tiom New York to-day. 

The latest trustworthy report from' Old 
Point Comfort reduces the number of killed 
in the Bethel skirmish to twelve, seven ot 
whom fell io action, ond five have died of 
their wounds. Seven are Mill mining. The 
explanation of Ihe slightness of the loss is to 
be found in the fact that when our soldiers 
saw the enemy about to fire they fell on their 
faces or backs, jumping up before the enemy 
could reload, and firing, then fell again in 
season. The Zouaves showed great skill in 
loading while lying on their backs. It ib 
staled by some officers that the only lots suf- 
fered occurred during the collisioti between 
our regiments, and while on retreat.
